MB. BAKER'S LECTURE. 


'•America's Place in the World's 


History. 


The audience at the opera house last 


night was not HO large as it should have 
been, but those who braved the inclemen- 
cy of the weather were more than repaid 
>y having the opportunity of hearing one 
of the most 'philosophical and thoughtful 
ectures ever delivered in Decatur. It 
would be impossible to give even a syn- 
opsis of Mr. Baker's masterly effort, with- 
>ul transcending the limits of our space, 
The lecturer began by comparing the 
>hyslcal structure and limlU of the United 
Stales with those of other great nations.— 
This was followed by ethnological, politi- 
cal and intellectual comparisons—all of 
which, according to the speaker, showed 
the advantage to be in favor of America.
